8. C. LYNCHERS

Abbeville, 8. C, Dee, 3.— Charged 
with murder in connection with the 
lynching of Anthony Crawford, a Ne- 
gro, eight white men were . held for 
trial in the Cireu.it Court here today, 
aflsjr a preliminary hearing before 
Magistrate Hammond. Those beld 
were: J. V. Elkia, SnmasI Adams, Jess 
i 'inn, Willfioan Cann, Samuel Cann, Eu- 
gtete New**, B. Oraat and R. B. Fer 
guson. 

Slag I'm Lav. Oeorge White, Jr., M 
*L Casey. Jim Dawson, John T. Cheat- 
ham, Lester Cue and J. S. Baaks, 
on whom warrants were served yes- 
terday, were released. 

The arrests foBowed an inveatig*. 
Hon ordered by Governor Manning into 
the lynching in Abbeville several 
weeh* ago. Crawford, who >u charged 
with aasasnlt and battery m a white 
man, was first severely bee tea, and 
then was taken from jail, where he had 
been pieced for safekeeping, aad pat 
to death.

TBS ST. unns AWKIS 
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NO LAW FOR NEGRO IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 

It is interesting to follow the accounts of the efforts made by 
courts of Abbeville, S. C, in the prosecution, now inaugurated, to 
punish the lynchers of Craw/ord, the Negro business man. at that 
town several weeks ago. 

Eight white men were held- for trial. There names are, J. V. 

■ ElkiDS. Samuel Adams, Jess Cann. Samuel Cann. Eugene Nance, 

■[{ Grant and R. N, Kerguson. Four other men. all Americans, 

like the first eight, upon whom warrants were served, have been 

» released without' trial. 

Governor Manning started the investigation about a month 
ago Hut the trial of those held is liable to come to naught, because 
there is neither sentiment nor a just administration of the law 
existing in that state to .back up prosecution of these brutal 
Criminals. 

The charge against Crawford was simply, assault, and battery 
committed on a white man on the allegation of which he was plac- 
ed in jail for safe-keeping, where. Iwing disarmed, he was easily 
r^-^apttoed by the mob and put to a torturing death. 

Now .there is a ■'make-believe trial of a few of the lynchers in 
the circuit court. This trial is going on with a slowness and apathy 
indicating that it is not real. 

"It is suing the <Jevil and trying the case in hell." It is the 
, lynchers trying the lynchers. 

This condition springs Out of the universal anti-Negro senti- 
ment in that state, which-will not allow fair treatment betweeu 
the races in the courts; nor in the civic and public affairs of that 
commonwealth. This is a sad commentary upon Agio-Saxon 
civilization. The mob, the lynching and the courts in South Caro- 
lina are controlled bv a bitter white man, bias, so bitter that 
neither education nor Christianity can have but the slightest 
influence to modify. Any way. we may wait for wholesome results 
by hoping against hope, but how many hundred similar instances 
are there that such attempts are like the fabled apples of the Dead 
Sea-Shore, fair without but ashes within. We cannot soon forget 
the Lake City, S. C. horror, where the t. Negro post master, his 
child, home and office were burned by the mob; and when the U.i 
S Court tried the case no white jury could be found in the state 
that would convict the lynchers, because there were few white men 
in the state that were not influenced by sympathy, participation or 
intimidation to let the murderers go free. The judge of the U. S. 
Court when he delivered his instructions to the jury wept when he 
knew that his call for justice, which he tried to impress upon the 
jury was like casting pearl before swine, and that among impossi- 
bilities was the pannelling ot a white jury in South Carolina that 
would recognize the brotherhood of man and the majesty of the 
law when the Negro was the object of either. 

The work of making the white South iCarolinian deal equally 
with white and colored men is a work of education. On this ques- 
tion they are as obdurate as Pharoah and-they h*fve a hardness of 
heart and reprobacy of mind that points to nothing more surely 
than sudden destruction.

I may surprise many readers by mentioning the fact that notwith- 
standing our markets are foil, and the wheels, of industry moving with 
unprecedented steadiness, keeping the dinner kettle of 
every nlile-ljoilied person full of things to eat, we havt 
many among- us who believe themselves intelligent, ami 
yet are starving to death. 

The human body represents the most complicated 
piece of machinery known to man. To maintain it 
we must supply it with albumin found in/meata, beans 
and some of the other vegetables. It must have starch 
or sugar found in bread, potatoes and sweeta. We 
must have fats, also, found in meats, nuts, and so on, 
and, of course, pre-eminently in butter and good milk 
The body also demands certain salts such as are found in many of the 
vegetables if they are not robbed of them by being soaked in. water before 
or during the process of cooking. 

. These constituent parts of the diet must be intelligently proportioned. 
The lower animals know somehow what foods nature demands to keep 
up healthy bodies and a etrosg physical development, while man's artifi- 
cial life has extinguished that intuition which may have existed during 
primitive existence. 

Today we must urge. our educators to teach children of understand- 
able age the scheme of selecting a rational combination of foodstuffs. 

At present we want real all-round family physicians whom mothers 
can consult as to how to feed their little flocks, including the .grown-ups 
of the household as well as the smalt children. 

Proper feeding is one of the necessary factors in the development ot 
the human body and in preserving a natural resistance to cancer and other 
diseases.

I presume some have 
never thought of sin In Just (hat 
before. Sin has been considered as 
something over which we have 
trol ; when the fact Is, sin is master 
of the one who commits It. This Is 
the trulh Christ states when 
"Whosoever commit! eth sin 
servant of sin" (John 8:34). 

Now the test tells us that the slave 
of sin receives as bis wage, death. The 
Scriptures mnke clear what this wage 
Is. It is In the first place 

Physical Death. ' 
Contrary to the modem rievr that 
tbe death of man Is natural, tbe Scrip- 
tures teach lhat It Is unnatural. 

'Una is. according to the Scriptures. 
a triune being; body. soul, snd spirit 
(I Thea.fi ;22). It la tbe union of the*' 
three that constitutes his -complete 
personality. The hody. tbe soul, the 
spirit is each a part of himself and 
death which amtilataa man by aever- 
Iiik tw. union is a physical conse- 
quence of «ln: "Wherefore as by one 
uiun sin entered Into the world and 
death by sin: and so death passed 
upou ail men. for that all have Binned" 
(Rom. 9:12). 

Whatever else tbe modern view 
may deny of the teaching of the Word, 
it Is !□ perfect agreement with -tbla 
s'Bteiucnt of ihe universal reign of 
death over man. This Is an obvious 
fact that cannot be denied. 

But ; lij si. iii ileath la by no means 
all of the wage sin pays - Awful as It 
is. mure terrible by far is the 

Spiritual Death, t 
which, because of sin. has passed Upon 
all men. 

There is no truth sgalnst which man 
more strenuously rebels than ibis one, 
thift he Is svilrlrually dead ; for If (here 
Is one thing be believes about himself. 
It Ik tbot he Is very much alive. And 
so he may be In many ways, but not 
spiritually. The verdict of the Word 
ot tUil Is that be Is "de(id through 
lresi«*se« mid Bins" (Kphes. 2:l-2); 
Thus our 1-onl Indicated alien he said, 
"Verily, verily. I say unto you. the 
hour Is noiutng. and now Is. when the 
dead »b«li hear the voice. of the Son ot 
Ood: And ihey that heor shnll-llvc- 
(John BaSy. It wns not of ttt.e phys- 
ically dead Christ was speaking, for 
shortly after this be spoke uf those 
who lire In (heir graves as bearing 
hlB vt>lce and coming forth, s.>ine unto 
everlasting life and some unto the 
>n of damnation (vv. 28-20). 
as Christ presents it Is tlmt 
as he has jstwer lo raise (he physically 
dead, and "ill; bo he has pC 
raise the spiritually dead; to quicken 
whom he will. 

But physical and spiritual death are 
not all of the wage sin pnys.i They 
are only Ihe prelude a* Hie full snd 
final o'ugca of sin which Is 
Eternal Death. 
Spiritual death haa already taken 
place In men. This 1* true of the en- 
tire human rare, but blessed be Ood. 
•piriiuiiUy dead men may live: "Fnr 
the hour Is coming ami now is, wher 
the dead Bhall,he*r the voice of Ood: 
and they that hear shall Uve" (Jdo. 
5:23). 

To Xicndemns, Cbrfst nude It plain 
what in. n spiritualty dead moot do la 
order to live : "As Moaca lifted up the 
serpent in tbe wilderness, even so,* 
ssld Jesus, "must tbe Sun of Man be 
lifted np that whosoever betlereth la 
kin should not perish, bat nave eternal 
life." {John .1 lt-15). 

Nor to look la .(aim. to the Lord 
Jean* Cmrlat a* etsr« parlor to to re- 
main aptrlrually dead and to remain 
i-atrttBsHy dead I* to receive finally
